Bed "D" line steamer Caracas safely 
entered the harbor of LaGuaira at 8 
o'clock this morning. 


The mail, freight and passengers 


of the Caracas were landed at 10 
o'clock. The captain of the British 
cruiser Tribune notified the com- 
mander of the Caracas that through- 
out her stay, at La Guaixa she must 
leave the harbor every night. 
This 


measure is regarded 
as vexatious 


and causes great expense to the own- 
ers of the steamer. 


There were five newspaper corres- 


pondents on board the Caracas. 


Decision to permit the Caracas to 


enter port was not arrived 
at 


without some difficulty, due, it is 
claimed here, to the lack of unity of 
action on the part of the allies. The 
commander of the 
British 
cruise* 


Tribune 
yesterday 
notified 
Mr. 


Schuck, the consul of Great Britain, 


f 
that the Caracas could enter the port 
of La Guaira todi^y. 
The Tribune 


then sailed from La Guaira, leaving 
the Italian cruiser Giovanni Bausan 
tn charge of the blockade. The first 
act of the commander of the Bausan 
was to notify the agents of the Bed 
"D" line that the Caracas would not 
be allowed to land her passengers, 
mails or freight. Much explanation 
•was necessary to bring the Italian 
commander €o understand the rights 
of the Caracas under the decrees eo- 
tabllsh'.ng the blockade. 


PBESSUKE ON PRESIDENT. 


"Washington, Dec. 23.—The formal 


proposals of Great Britain aud Ger- 
many that President Boosevelt arbi- 
trate the Venezuelan dispute did not 
arrive here over night nor were they 
at hand when the cabinet met, but 
it is expected that they will reach 
Washington within a day or two. 


Strong pressure is being brought 


to bear upon the president to. de- 
cline the invitation to act as arbi- 
trator. 
This pressure comes from 


the 
newspapers, from public men 


throughout 
the country and from 


senators 
and 
representatives 
in 


Washington. 
Senator Cullom, of the 


senate committee on foreign rela- 
tions, called at the state department 
today with a bundle of telegrams, 
all energetic protests against the em- 
barkation of the president upon tms 
arbitration 
scheme 
and all from 


prominent men in Illinois. The fol- 
lowing cablegram was received ;it 
the navy 
department today from 


Commander Diflhl, of the Marietta, 
dated La Guaira: 


"Germany establishes blockade of 


Porto Cabello on Dec. 22, Maracaibo 
Dec. 24. Steamers from the United 
States and West Indies ten days 
grace; sails 20 days. Steamers from 
the other ports 20 days; sails 40 
days. Vessels not Venezuelan in 
blockaded ports fifteen days grace. 
Full text by letter." 


Ambassador Tower reported to the 


state department 
yesterday 
from 


Berlin that the blockade of Porto 
Cabello and Maracaibo would 
be 


effective Dec. 20. 


The cabinet spent the entire time 


of the meeting today in a discussion 
of the Venezuelan situation. Views 
for and against the president's ac- 
ceptance of the invitation to arbi- 
trate were discussed. 
Pending 
the 


receipt of the invitations it is stated 
that the president declines to coi.i- 
mit himself as to his course. 


The state department received a 


cablegram from Minister Bowen, the 
first for several days, recording the 
establishment of the blockade lines, 
according to the proclamations al- 
ready issued and stating that the 
port of Coro is not yet blockaded. He 
also announced that the Rev. D.

REACH AGREEMENT 


ON LIGHTJRAHSE 


Board of Works and Company 


Get Together-News of 


the City Hall, 


The board of public works and the 


representatives of the Port Wayne 
Electric Light and Power company, 
•uccesior to the Jeuney 
company, 


seem after many months of negotia- 
tion to have got together in agree- 
ment on a franchise for the company. 


At a conference Monday afternoon 


between the members of the board 
and F. S. Hunting, John W. White 
and other 
representatives 
of the 


lighting corporation the whole mat- 
ter wai gone over in a resolute en- 
deavor to solve all difficulties, re- 
move the cause of disagreement and 
conquer all obstacles. The effort was 
very successful, for when the confer- 
ence was ended the basis and all es- 
sential details of a contract mutually 
satisfactory had been laid and the 
way opened the whole way for the 
making of a contract. That formal 
and necessary part of the business 
has perforce been postponed a brief 
time owing to City Attorney Sham- 
baugh'i engagement with law mat- 
ters growing out of the injunction 
proceedings 
relating to the South 


Wayne sewer. 


The lighting company has had its 


matters in the presence of the board 
for Bevf-ml months, but on one ac- 
count and aonther, mainly the diffi- 
culty of coming to agreement, has 
deferred action. 
The 
company is 


without a franchise and desires to 
augment the lighting system in Fort 
Wayne, as well ns to improve on a 
large scale the big plant on Spy Bun 
avenue, but is in no mind to carry 
out so large a program without a 
franchise. 


By the tentative agreement reached 


the company Is to have a thirty-five- 
year franchise, instead of forty, as 
it had asked 
for, and 
instead of 


thirty the board had previously held 
to as a term sufficient. 
The com- 


pany agrees to furnish lights for the 
city at $80 per 
lamp, instead of 


$100, the present rate, and there is 
provision for a sliding scale of a S5 
reduction whenever fifty additional 
lamps are added to the city's lights. 
There will also be in the contract a 
provision that will reduce the cost 
of commercial lighting about 20 per 
cent. 


It is hoped to have the contract 


signed in time for presentation to the 
city council for ratification at the 
first meeting of the new year. Just 
what modifications are likely to be 
insisted on is at' present unknown 
and will be until the council gets 
the matter under consideration. 


The ooaid of work.j feo"'3 relieved 


that it has at last got this matter in 
a fair way to turn over to the coun- 
cil and believes that a good contract 
has been made and the city's high 
and permanent interests have been 
faithfully served in the negotiations 
and agreement. 


GAS BEPOBT READY. 


That the members of the council 


committee on the gas problem were 
entitled to the money they drew as 
councilmen today, is in evidence by 
a knowledge of the fact that it was 5 
o'clock this morning before the spec- 
ial committee which visited the gas 
fields finished their report and ad- 
journed. The report will be present- 
ed to the council at the meeting to- 
night. The report is full of figures, 
full or recommendations and inti- 
mates that while there is a whole lot 
of gas down south, Fort Wayne is 
not getting much of it.

Rev. Frederick Temple, Arch- 


bishop of Canterbury, 


is Dead. 


HAD LONG BEEN FAILING 


Collapse at Coronation Was 


Beginning of the End-- 


Notable Career. 


London, Dec. 23.—The Most Bev. 


Frederick 
Temple, 
archbishop 
of 


Canterbury and primate of all Eng- 
land, who had been ill for some time 
past, IB dead. 


The 
archbishop 
of 
Canterbury 


passed away quite peacefully at 8:15 
o'clock in the presence of his wife 
and two sons. His death had been 
anticipated some days and only the 
archbishop's 
remarkable 
vitality 


enabled him to counteract his ex- 
treme weakness. The final collapse 
occurred about 6 o'clock and he was 
unconscious towards the end. 
The 


primate died of old age. 
The pa- 


thetic scene in Westminster abbey at 
the coronation of King Edward was 
one of the earlier indications of his 
failing strength. 
Then came the 


collapse in the house of lords at the 
conclusion of a vigorous speech in 
support of the education bill. 
He 


had not left his bed since. He will 
be buried at Canterbury. The bishop 
of Winchester is considered likely to 
be his successor. 


Frederick Temple, archbishop of 


Canterbury, was born November 30, 
1821, in Lenkas, one of the Ionian 
islands, where his father was a British 
officer. 
Ho was educated at Blun- 


dell's school at Tiverton and Balliol 
college, Oxford, where in 1848 he 
graduated as a double first-class and 
afterwards became 
a fellow 
and 


mathematical 
tutor of his college. 


In 1846 he took orders in the English 
church and in 1848 was appointed 
principal of a training college near 
Twickenham. This post he resigned 
ton years later to accept the head 
mastership of Bugby and on inspec- 
torship of schools. In 1800 he gained 
much notoriety in the 
theological 


world by a mild article, though it 
was then deemed heretical by high 
churchmen, in the famous "Essays 
and Beviews." The publication of 
the essay gave Dr. Temple a. tasto 
for controversy, which 
had since 


characterized him in his broad church 
career. In 1868 he gave Mr. Glad- 
stone's Irish church disestablishment 
bill a warm support and in the fol- 
lowing year the liberal 
leader ap- 


pointed him, in spite of clerical op- 
position, to the soo of Exeter, 
An 


able administrator and a man of in- 
defatigable energy, he made his mark 
at Exeter, and when the bishopric 
of London fell vacant in 1885 Dr. 
Temple's appointment to it found 
few critics. In London Bishop Tem- 
plo had n distinguished record and 
on the death, in 1896, of Archbishop 
Benson he was appointed archbishop 
of the see of Canterbury. Archbishop 
Temple took an active part in tem- 
perance reform and manifested sin- 
gular capacity for administrative and 
charitable work. 
In 1861 he pub- 


lished 
a 
volume 
of 
"Sermons 


Preached at Bugby Chapel" and in 
1884 delivered the Bampton lectures 
for the year. 


A BANK'S CASH IS 


Beatrice, Neb., is Visited by a 


Disastrous Fire-Other 


Conflagrations, 


Lincoln, Neb., Dec. 23.—A special 


to the Star from Beatrice, Neb., says: 


Fire broke out at 2 o'clock in the 


basement of Day's drug store, situ- 
ated in the Masonic Temple block. 
The fire was of incendiary 
origin. 


The Masonic Temple, a three-story 
business block, was destroyed. The 
vaults of the Beatrice National bank, 
containing more than $300,000 in 
money, are buried beneath a thou- 
sand tons of brick and are at the 
bottom of a smoldering 
mass of 


flames. The fire is eating Its way 
toward adjoining buildings on the 
west and is very hard to check. 


A defective boiler at the city pump- 


ing station adds 
difficulty to the 


fight. The loss from the fire at pres- 
ent will aggregate $200,000, par- 
tially covered by insurance. This is 
the third large fire in tho city within 
the last eighteen months. 


A telephone message to the Star at 


noon says that owing to the defective 
pumping facilities at the water sta- 
tion the flra has again broken out 


It mem* llkttly It will burn for «ev- 
eral hours. Thero la talk of dyna- 
miting several of the store buildings 
in order to save others. 
All the 


firms within a block of the blaze are 
moving. The Western Union Tele- 
graph company has been obliged to 
seek others quarters. 


EIGHT INJUBBD IN FIBE.

the breaking of one of his legs while 
hunting in the Bavarian mountains, 
near Salzburg, was an Invention, the 
fact being that he had a fight with 
his brother-in-law. Archduku Leo- 
pold Ferdinand, and the crown prince 
was so badly handled tr.at he had to 
taka to his bed. 


"The Saxon ministars say the af-

prince returned recently to Dresden 
after Ills hunting 
accident In the 


Tyrol he discovered secret

spondence exchanged between the 
princess and the French tutor, whose 
former relntions with her had cre- 
ated a scandal resulting In the tutor's 
expulsion from Saxony. Besides dis- 
closing the couples relations, the let- 
ters revealed another scandal. 
Im- 


mediately afterwards the 
princess 


left her home and went to Salzburg. 
The fact that she took a trunk filled 
with jewelry and other valuables In- 
dicates that she was prepared for an 
emergency. 


It is reported that Arcbduko Leo- 


pold Ferdinand has written to Brrt- 
peror Francis Joseph renouncing his 
rank and dignities as a memt>er of 
the imperial house and saying he will 
become a civil subject. 
The whole 


of the archduke's career is redolent 
with scandal, dating from the time 
when he started to accompany tho 
heir to the throne on a tour of the 
world. H« only got BO far ns Colom- 
bo, where ho was obliged to leave the 
ship on account of his scandalous be- 
havior. Tho archduke has since been 
mixed up in a number of affairs and 
wa» confined for some months In an 
asylum.

December 11 from the palace of her 
grandfather, the Emperor Francis 
Joseph, of Austria, at Salzburg. She 
departed between midnight and 3 
o'clock, leaving a dummy in her bed. 
Europe was searched for her and she 
was even advertised for in the news- 
papers. Lakes, streams and ponds in 
the vicinity of Salzburg were dragged 
for her body in the belief that she 
had suicided.

Trlpp and half a score of other of 
the best known confidence men made 
Fort Wayne their headquarter!, Gil- 
more was a novice, but a very apt 
pupil. He wintered here several Boa- 
sons, but never did any "work" in 
this vicinity as a confidence man. 
He associated with "Dayton Sammy" 
and hir. gang of cutthroats for sev- 
eral years, but was known locally 
only as n faro bank "piker?" a sort of 
a shoestring gambler 
and an all- 


round rounder. In the unyt> of Uia 
old Occidental he never stood well 
and was seldom allowed to play any 
money. 


To the fraternity he was known a* 


a "bct-snatcher," a "sleeper-fiend," 
and

iated. He was known to be a croolc, 
but not a very wise 01 , and his long 
suit was supposed to be llghtburglory 
and the occasional cracking of a saf» 
in a country store.

Later he with- 
drew the charge after the prosecutor 
had suggested to the justice that the 
prosecuting witness had better be 
sent over for sixty days for mendi- 
cancy. 


Shoop is a character well known 


about town and has held positions 
with various well known concerns 
and in private establishments as a 
yardman." 
Recently he was em- 


ployed as a yardman at the Arling- 
ton hotel. Jacob has one besetting 
sin, which is an inordinate love for 
the flowing bowl; otherwise he is all 
right. A little over a week ago he 
drew his wages at the Arlington, and 
Mr. Wickliffe, the proprietor, taking 
time by the forelock and knowing 
what was coming, told his employe 
that he thought he was getting ready 
for a real, old-fashioned drunk and 
peremptorily told him that he should 
not show up at the hotel again until 
his money was gone and he was 
sober.

the authorities found a vacant build- 
ing in New Haven to which Platter 
was removed and placed under the 
care of an immune. 


Beichart, in whose family he was 


visiting, is a rural mail carrier, and 
Oils fact, together with the proxim- 
ity of the case to the postofflce, cre- 
ated much 
alarm.

Beichart 


premises have been thoroughly fumi- 
gated and disinfected, and members 
of the family have been vaccinated. 
They must remain in enforces quar- 
antine for forty-eight hours.

Came to Allen County Sixty 


Years Ago-Other Mor- 


tuary Matters. 


David L. Fulkerson, a pioneer 


settler and one of the best known 
farmers in Allen county, died at 7 
o'clock this morning at his home in 
Cedar Creek township, located on the 
Leo road, nine miles from this city. 
Mr. Fulkerson had reached the ad- 
vanced age of-82 years, and his death 
was due to the infirmities of age. 


For sixty yoars Mr. Fulkerson had 


been a resident of Allen county and 
his death removes another of the 
type of sturdy pioneers who came 
into this section at an early day, 
transformed a wilderness into the 
fertile improved farms of today, ac- 
quired a competence through indus- 
try and integrity, and lived to a ripe 
old age to enjoy the fruits of years 
of ceaseless activity. 


Mr. Fulkerson was n native of 


Ohio, born September 23, 1820, and 
spent his boyhood in that state. In 
1842 he came with his father to In- 
diana in search of land. Four years 
later he purchased eighty acres of 
woodland, the site of the present 
Fulkerson homestead, where he spent 
the remaining years of his life. The 
money with which the farm was pur- 
chased he had earned by day's labor. 
In the transformation oi succeeding 
years the virgin forest gave way to 
an improved farm, and its owner as- 
sisted in the construction of the Fort 
Wnyne and Leo road, which was later 
cut through the homestead. 


In 1854 Mr. Fulkerson was united 


in marriage to Mary Mosier, who 
died three years ago. They were the 
parents of six children. Two of these 
are dead, one passing away in in- 
fancy, the other about eight years 
ago. Surviving are four children— 
Mrs. Delia Itedman, Samuel Fulker- 
son, Mrs. Clara Shoaff and Miss Ella 
Fulkerson, a]l of this county. 
An 


only sister, Miss Hulda Fulkerson, 
resides at Cedarville, and is th| last 
of the brothers and sisters. 


Mr. Fulkerson had long been a 


member of the M. E. church, and was 
a most worthy and estimable citizen. 
He served two terms as one of the 
three trustees of his township in an 
early day, and was afterward elected 
trustee under the present system, and 
also justice of the peace at different 
times, but declined both of these 
offices. 


The fun'eral services are to he held 


on Thursday at 9 o'clock from the 
residence and at 10 o'clock from the 
Cedarviile M. E. church. Kev. Mc- 
Carty, of Leo, will officiate.
